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HISTORY 


The Astoria City Council in 1975, appointed a building 
committee to investigate, review and compile the infor- 
mation pertaining to City building facilities. Ine 
committee determined that the Police & Fire Headquarters 
Building and Fire Station #3 needed to be replaced. The 
committee recommended that the Police and Fire Headquarters 
be built at this site and that Fire Station #3 remain where 
it is. Mr. Rod Grider of Brown, Brown & Grider was asked 
to prepare plans for the two projects. Subsequently, the 
projects were too costly to do both at the same time. 
Therefore, the Police & Fire Headquarters Station was 
chosen, as it most met the amount of money available. In 
1976 the actual work was begun, and in August of 1977 the 
building was turned over to the City by the contractor

A modern communication center allows for uniform 
contact with all the departments with only half the 
personnel previously required. The center will also 
handle private fire and police warning systems under 
contract. = : 


The building was made possible by Revenue Sharing Grants 
from the Federal Government. The Astoria Council set 
aside these funds for needed Capital improvements to 
save the local taxpayers this expense. City Manager 
Dale Curry and Larry Snyder were able to get a surplus 
generator which makes this facility self-sufficient in 
the case of emergencies. 


Floor plans and special areas of the building are not 
open to the public for security reasons. Tours are 
being conducted by City personnel during the dedication 
and may be scheduled in the future by contacting the 
Police Chief or the Fire Chief.
